Mr. Eprror.—I know not how many of your 
-| readers may wonder at my temerity, in venturing

Perhaps the phrase oc- 
casional, in our definition does not mean enough

objections. It will accordingly be done without. 
further apology. 

Note preaching insures study to a greater extent 
than extemporancous preaching. 

Observe first, that as a general rule, those who 
do not read sermons will not write them. It is

Not that one does not compose and write 
with facility in proportion to his practice, but that 
he will find it pleasant, and feel it important to 
put more into his discourses, until like aul’s let- 
ters, they become “weighty and powerful.” All 
this is t not only may be, but certainly will be 
—just as certainly as the rule suggested (of wri- 
ting a sermon a week) is adhered to. — 

It is freely admitted that it is possible for one 
to acquire habits of study who writes but little— 
but the point is this—there is not that necessity 
for it, and hence it is not so frequently attained. 
Indeed, such are the difficulties in the way, that 
in most cases, those who do not write, do not ac- 
complish any considerable amount of study. I 
regret that this is the case, but I am compelled 
from actual observation to the conclusion. We 
have a much larger number of ministers who do 
not write their sermons, than who do, and we have 
a much larger number of ministers who do not 
study at all, or much, than who do. They have 
no love for study—the people insist upon being 
frequently visited—temporal causes are abundant 
—-pleasure sends inaclaim. The Pastor is oppo- 
sed to notes, or is not anxious to have them—he 
designs to secure time for study, and preparation 
for the desk, but if he does not, he can get along 
some how. Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday, 
Thursday, Friday, are swept away, and Saturday, 
or a part of it, is all he saves for study. Well,he 
reasons, fam not obliged to have a written ser- 
mon—I shall not miss it, nor will the people.—

Piles of theatre 
tickets, loose papers, music books, and other combustible 
matters, thoroughly saturated with spirits of turpentine, 
were found scattered over the apartments. 

Suspicions we learn, rest upon one of the men employed 
by the Gas Company, who had been in the habit of lighting 
the theatre, but who has Jately expresssd great dissatisfac- 
tion, because his salary had been reduced. He was seized 
this morning, and carried before the police, where keys 
were found in his possession by which access could be ob- 
tained to any part of the theatre —This same person was 
employed in the theatre when it was burnta year or two 
since.
